Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Arguments, filed 5/14/07, with respect to 
the rejection of claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/14/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants are reminded of the statute under 35 U.S.C 102(b) which states:

A rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) is a statutory bar and cannot be overcome by 
antedating either by perfecting foreign priority and/or by declaration. Even in the 
instance that U.S. Application No. 09/766,520 fully provides support for the instant 
application, the reference JP-1 1-329494 was published (November 30, 1999) more than 
one year prior to U.S. Application No. 09/766,520, filed on January 19, 2001. Therefore 
the previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) will be maintained because it cannot be 
overcome by antedating. The Examiner notes that applicants have not claimed priority 
to any foreign applications as indicated in the Oath/Declaration filed 4/19/04, where it 
clearly states that "No" priority is claimed on the first page of the Oath/Declaration.
